The X reference (JP 2002-331221 A) cited in the 
international search report teaches a general heat exchange housing having a single rotary 
adsorption element but fails to disclose or suggest a motivation for using two adsorption 
elements with a switching distribution means or an arrangement with inlet openings on the same 
side of the housing.
